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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 23 has been modified from "comprises wavelengths of between 
approximately 1000 nm and approximately 1000 urn" to -comprises wavelengths 
of approximately 1000 urn.— 

Claims 29 and 30 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-20, 22-25, 27-28, and 31-33 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The primary reason for allowance is combination of limitations including 
microwaving a treated paper under the claimed parameters of a power density of 
approximately 10 3 to approximately 10 6 W/mm 2 . This power density is well above the 
commonly known parameters that are commonly used in microwave drying. While 
Forster teaches power use of 75 kW, it is over a 75 foot pipe with a 3.5 inch diameter. 
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This greatly lowers the power density utilized, and the claimed range is distant enough 
from the prior art ranges that it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to increase the power usage to such a degree.
